If Herr Hitler Is indeed prepar- 


ing to invade Holland or Belgium 
or both, it may mean the begln- 
Ing of the general European war 
which the world has been fearing. 


However, it shouldn't be over- 


looked that this may be a delib- 
erately 
engineered German-Rus- 


sian scare. The purpose of such 
a thing might be two-fold—(1) to 
atop the neutral low countries and 
Scandinavia from aiding Finland 
-against the Soviet, and (2) to warn 
the neutrals not to pursue their 
tendency to sell supplies to the al- 
lies for cash Instead of continuing 
to send them to Germany for bar- 
ter trade. 


Should the German offensive de- 
velop it presumably would be in- 
tended as the preliminary to a 
heavy assault on the allies a lit- 
tle later. 
There are 
numerous 


reasons why the Nazi high com- 
mancl might undertake an opera- 
tion against Holland and perhaps 
against Belgium. Among them are 
these: 


1. Control 
of 
Holland would 


give the Germans extremely desir- 
able air-bases. It might presage 
the blood-bath from the air which 
4he Nazis have threatened so often. 


Such control also would provide 


invaluable submarine bases. 


2. The Germans may feel im- 


pelled to haste in preparing for 
major operations against the allies 
because of the growing aid from 
the Anglo-French brotherhood for 


Finland. 
There is a danger 
to 


Germany's right flank if this as- 
sistance continues. 


3. Increasing pressure of 
the 
blockade on 
Germany, coupled 


with her failure to secure the ex- 
pected war supplies and foodstuffs 
from Russia and the Balkans. 


4. The possible wisdom of strik- 


ing before the British get their full 
expeditionary army in place along 
the western front. 


6. The fact that the ground and 


waterways have been frozen, there- 
by 
making 
military operations 


somewhat easier. 
It Is reported, 


however, that a thaw has set In. 


6. Possibly the Idea of securing 


permanent control of the mouth of 
the Rhine in Holland. Germany 
would give much for that. 


An attack on Belgium at this 


time of year would be daring, if 
not downright foolhardy. Not only 
have the Belgians built a formid- 
able chain of 'defenses along the 
German border, but the French 
also have extended their Maglnot 
along the southern border of Bel- 
glum, Thus the Nazis would have 
to battle their way through both 
these lines to get to the allied left 
wing, and to reach 
the 
coast. 


Moreover, the Belgian army Is 
all aet for action.

gium, and if youthful King Leo- 
pold Is as good a soldier as was 
hla gallant father, the Invaders 
will know they have been in A 
fight before they get through*

Likely to be one of tho most bit- 


terly contested items on the list 
of projects approved by army en- 
gineers is the $54,000,000 Denlson 
dam and reservoir. 


The engineers recommended $14,- 


366,100 be spent In the next fiscal 
year on the Denison dam on the 
Red river between Texas and Ok- 
lahoma. 


The dam was allowed more than 


half of the $26,130,600 -the engineers 
recommended 
bo spent in Texas 


during the fiscal year on flood 
control and rivers and 
harbors 


projects. 


The engineers recommended $4,- 


500,000 could 
be "profitably 
ex- 


pended" on the 
Buffalo 
Bayou 


flood control system at Houston. 


The balance of the Texas quota 


would be spent for navigation im- 
provements. Of the $7,264,500 the 
army engineers allowed for this 
purpose $4,994,000 would be spent 
on new work and $2,270,500 for 
the maintenance of existing pro- 
jects. 


The engineers report disclosed a 


difference between 
tho 
amount 


they felt might be profitably spent 
next fiscal year and the amount 
the bureau of the budget recom- 
mended that congress appropriate 
for waterways' improvement and 
maintenance. 
The engineers estimated a total 


of 
approximately $400,000,000 In 


nation-wide / 
projects, 
Including 


$208,624,000 for general flood con- 
trol work, an additional $50,000,000 
for Mississippi river flood control, 
and $142,778,660 for navigation pro- 
jects.

not wish to act without the views 
of the administration. Many leg- 
islators of both parties expressed 
apprehension that a direct loan 
might involve the United States 
in the turmoil abroad.

Texa« agricultural workers associ- 
ation, said here today that large- 
scale farming was hurting city 
and country. 


In a report prepared for the as- 


sociation, Evans aald "the num- 
ber of scholastics in rural areas 
Is still Increasing, but the decrease 
in the cities of Texas is more than 
enough to offset it. 
"Meanwhile the cities are con- 
tinuing to siphon off the 
farm 


population and to 
destroy 
the 


source from which they have re- 
ceived their essential stream 
of 


new blood In the past. 
This si- 


phoning off of the farm population 
is not done intentionally or wil- 
lingly by the cities. It is the un- 
healthy result of the growth In 
large-scale farming, which sends 
displaced farmers to town look- 
Ing for jobs, mostly in vain, with 
a large percentage of these dis- 
placed farmers going on relief in 
the ditto or taking to the high- 
ways as migrants." 


Evans said only three cities In 


the state failed 
to show 
a de- 


crease in scholastics in 1939. 


These were Houston, Austin and 


Corpus Chriatl, which the speaker 
said "apparently wer« growing so 
fut by reason of new families that 
their scholastic population remain- 
ed stable or showed a slight in- 
crease," 


During 1989, the 
decrease 
In 
scholastic! throughout the state 
was placed at 14,000 or seven times 
the decrease of the previous year. 


Need For Expanding Work. 


Evan* said the facts Indicated. 


the need for Intensifying and ex-1 
pandlng the work of the tenancy!

WASHINGTON, Jan, 13.— 


Cattle and beef Imports increased 
44 per cent during the 
first 
11 


months of 1938 over the like pe- 
riod in 1938, the agriculture de- 
partment reported today. 


The figures provided fresh ma- 


terial for congressional 
argument 


over the proposed extension of the 
administration's trade agreements 
Program. Secretaries 
Hull 
and 


Wallace have contended at 
the 


house • ways and means commit- 
tee hearings that the pacts have 
not injured American farmers, but 
congressional critics have disputed 
this and much of the program's 
opposition has come from cattle- 
producing states. 


Support for continuation of the 


program 
came, meanwhile 
from 


the group of 60 industrial and fi- 
nancial leaders 
comprising 
the 


commerce 
department's business 


advisory council. A resolution of 
support for the program was adopt- 
ed yesterday at the group's annual 
meeting and transmitted to Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hopkins. 


The agriculture department re- 


ported that 424,200,000 pounds of 
cattle and beef had been shipped 
into this country, principally from 
Canada and Mexico, during 
the 


first 11 months of 1939, compared 
with 294,840,000 pounds in the like 
period of 2935. 


The 1939 Imports were said to 


have represented 8.6 per cent of 
the total slaughter of cattle and 
calves under federal 
inspection. 


Officials said that moat of the im- 
ports came in under trade agree- 
ments, which provide Import quo- 
tas limiting shipments 
Into this 
country. 


Officials said that a major fac- 


tor In the Increase was the favor- 
able price of beef cattle. The farm 
price averaged $6.85 per 100 pounds 
in mid-December. This was aald to 
be about 3 per cent above the "par- 
ity" price which the administration 
says Is a "fair and equitable" one.

grams which will bring on sur- 
pluses and thus depress their in- 
comes. 


He said that Texas, with its ex* 


tremes as to 
rainfall, 
and 
the 


amount of land it yet ha* to put 
into cultivation, is "an important 
front" in the fight to stabilize agri- 
culture. 
- 


H. H. Williamson, director of the 
Texas Extension Service, College 
Station, said that "farm people 
are 
becoming 
more concerned 


about the economics of agriculture 
than they are about 
individual 


farm practices 
because 
agricul- 


ture's major ills are economic." He 
added that institutions will have 
to refocus their efforts by doing 
more research and extension work 
in the economic field. 


V. C. Marshall of Temple, ad- 


ministrative director of the Texas 
Soil Conservation board, told the 
meeting that interest in the need 
for soil conservation is greater to- 
day than ever before, and that this 
is a "good and healthy sign." 


He said that at least 75 per cent 


of Texas farm land needs erosion 
control and conservation practices 
if It is to remain productive. He 
added that the farm land ruined by 
erosion in Texas so that it is no 
longer profitable to use is equal 
to 43,651 farms, each 252 acres in 
size.

POLICY ALLOWING ADMIN- 
ISTRATOR MUCH POWER 


AUSTIN, Jan. 
IB.—(ff)—Assert- 
ing that use of liquor was a con- 
tributing cause to 45 per cent of the 
nation's crime, Dr. W. D. Bradfleld 
of Dallas, chairman of the Texas 
control board, today proposed a 
more stringent regulation of liquor 
dealers in this state. 
Dr. Bradfield, acknowledging At- 


torney General Mann's recent rul- 
ing that the board was without au- 
thority to remove liquor establish- 
ments from public highways on the 
sole ground of location, suggested 
to his fellow board members that: 


"Tho board rescind - - - the rule 
- - - giving exclusive jurisdiction to 
the (board's) administrator in the 
matter of granting and refusing, 
cancelling and suspending, and in- 
vestigating' alleged violations of the 
law ... in order that tho board 
may join tho administrator in the 
re-study of these phases of our 
problem and may bo able to agree 
upon a more rigid policy in. deal- 
ing with these aspects of the ques- 
tion." 


Tho aspects mentioned by the 
chairman included an asserted lack 
of adequate enforcement and the 
apparent assumption by tho legis- 
lature that wino and beer wore 
"harmless." 
Dr. Bradfleld cited instances of 
crime 
allegedly 
originating 
In 
liquor establishments including an 
assault on a high school girl, an 
incident in which a man was shot, 
R cutting affray and girl beer joint 
employes being admitted to insti- 
tutions for unmarried mothers. 
"Are we about to remarry the 
liquor business and prostitution?" 
Dr. Bradfield asked. 
Tho chairman declared tho law 
provided that if "the place or man- 
ner In which applicant may con- 
duct welfare, health, peace, morals 
and safety of the people, and on 
tho public sense of decency war- 
rants the refusal of the permit," 
the board should jot grant it.

al Zcngo Yoshldn, who were war 
and naval ministers, respectively, 
in che outgoing cabinet of Gen. 
Nobuyuki Abe, were retained in 
their old posts by the new pre- 
mier. 


General Abe resigned yesterday 
with his cabinet amid repercus- 
sions over Japanese-American re- 
lations. 
Admiral Yonal late last 


night accepted the tas kof form- 
ing a new government. In form- 
ing a new cabinet he replaced all 
but the ministers of the navy and 
war. 


A foreign office spokesman in- 
dicated in a press conference that

The following: item concerning 


•trip-cropping and soil conserva- 
tion activities in Navarro county 
was released by officials of the 
local soil conservation CCC cnmp 
stationed at Lake Halbert, 
and 


will be of interest as it gives the 
experiences of a Navarro county 
farmer: 
Strip cropping Is not an 
un- 


sound or abnormal farm 
prac- 


tice but rather a sensible paying 
proposition for Robert M. Martin 
who operates a 191 acre 
farm 


seven miles southeast of Corsl- 
cana. 
"I think strip cropping Is a fine 


thing, and contrary to popular be- 
lief 
it 
is 
but 
a 
little more 


trouble to plant and harvest than 
sowing all your oats in one block. 
The small amount of extra work 
that may be caused by strips Is 
offset many times with the amount 
of soil and moisture that is saved 
in my field each year. 


"Before I worked out a complete 


long-time soil and water conserva- 
tion program on my farm in June, 
1936, my land was washing very 
badly. In one field I had to turn 
around in the middle of the field 
because uncontrolled water had cut 
a gulley too wide and deep to be 
crossed with my farm Implements, 
on the fields where I had old ter- 
races, I WBS continually bothered 
with terrace maintenance because 
the channel became more or less 
of a sand bar nfter each big rain. 


Land More Uniform 


"Now I am happy to report by 


using strips and terraces my land 
is considerably more level and uni- 
form and there are no gullies, I 
don't have any soil movement to 
amount to anything, because the 
strips of close growing oats, sor- 
ghum and hubam check soil .nove- 
rnent. 


"The first year of my program I 


planted 36 foot strlns of oats on 
the fields to be terraced in order 
to permit proper sodded outlets to 
be established and to construct the 
terraces In the summer. This Is 
by far the best plan for terrace 
building because my terraces could 
be built at less cost in the sum- 
mer when the soil worked good. 


"Now that my terraces are con- 


structed an 18-foot strip of oats, 
and part of the time oats and 
hubam togther are planted above 
the terrace channel. This has elim- 
inated much terrace maintenance 
and saved me peveral dollars each 
year due to the fact that the strip 
kept my channels from filling up 
with soil. 


Reluctant to Try flan 


"Like others have 
been," Mr. 


Martin said, "I was reluctant to 
try strip cropping but I am thor- 
oughly convinced now that it is 
a paying proposition. 
We must 


save our soil if we are to make a 
livelihood from the farm. 


"Besides having the erosion con- 


trolled on my cultivated land, my 
pastures which weru formerly cov- 
ered with broom weeds and cockle 
burrs aro now covered with a good 
turf of hprmuda grass which en- 
ables m« to make a profitable in- 
come from my sheep and cattle. 
With the aid of the soil conserva- 
tion service all the badly eroded 
land retired from cultivation was 
sode to bermuda grass. 


"As for the best method of sod- 


ding Mr. Martin had this to say, 
"the host wny to sod a pasture is 
to have the land flat broken, loose, 
moist, streaked off in rows and 
the grass sprigs 
dropped 
about 


three feet a part in the furrows 
and then covered with a 
plow. 


There will be a higher percentage 
to live and the grass will spread 
from two to three times as fast."
